Iherewith have the honor to submit my annual report for the 
present year. l 

The aggregate number of the Militia of this State, as shown by 
{һе annexed table, compiled from the returns received from the 
several regiments, is 45,025, being a decrease of several thousand 
since the last annual report of my predecessor. It is scarcely ne- 
cessary for me to add that this decrease in the numbers is far lees 
than the actual increase of that portion of population who consti- 
tute the Militia of the State. š 

Were it practicable to obtain a fall return of the Militia from 
each town of the State, the number could not fall far short of one 
hundred and twenty-five thousand, and as the chief if not only ob- 
ject of our militia system, is to enable us to draw from the Federal 
Government our quota of arms, and as the difference in value be- 
tween the amount of arms which will be distributed to us upon 
the figures contained in this report and that to which a militia of 
125,000 would entitle us, is about $7,500 annually, it becomes 8 
matter ofsome moment to the State; and whatever defect it is in 
our present system, that renders it impossible to obtain full returns 
or even an approximation to it, should, if possible, be remedied. 

Under our present system, the duty of returning the militia de- 
volves in part upon the civil officers of each town and county, and 
in part upon the militia officers of each county. It may be safely 
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asserted that this system at least is a failure, and perhaps апу 
change in it short of an entire modification, and the confining of 
the duties either to the civil or militia officers, will be found 
equally futile. i 

With the single exception of the Kenosha Rifle Company, none 
of the volunteer or unifo . companies have made any report to 
this office for the ашы Gea ; and hénce I cannot report the 
number, kind or condition of the ordnance belonging to the 
State. Ies 

The,expenses of this office since the first day of April last have 
been for printing, blanks and postage, the sum of thirty-one dol- 
lars, $25 having been paid for blanks and printing, and $6 for 
postage. "
